QUACKS AND ROCK COUNTZ 
The Milwaukee Republican thought it 
had a good thing when it discovered 
that the “Rock County Medical Society,” 
wanted to lie exempt from the pimisions 
of the propose! law which provides that 
no person shall announce himself as a 
physician or surgeon unless he has a di­ 
ploma. The Republican 
then 
says: 
“Why tile members of an association in 
Rock county should be exempt from the 
operations of this measure is not quite 
clear. In law a citizen of that county 
ought to stand as high as a cit izen of 
any other oouuty and be furnished the 
same protection. The fact that Rock 
county is addicted to the raising of to­ 
bacco which is not superior to the Ha­ 
vana article, and winch when made into 
cigars is an excellent thing—te give away 
to an enemy—ought not to subject its 
people to the destructive energy of (plack 
doctors.” 
Not satisfied with tins little Int at Rock 
couuty, the Republican deals a heavier 
blow, iii tins wise: “In the past year or 
so that county has hail an excess of mur­ 
ders, but this ought rather to make the 
protection of those who arc left of more 
importance. It is not the duty of the 
Legislature 
to 
discriminate 
against 
that county merely to fur iller the ambi­ 
tion of Racine and Waukesha county men 
ho want to go to Congress just as soon 
as the Republican majority in Rock is 
reduced to a point where it will no longer 
insist on ownteg the representative.”

I have a strange, almost incredible, 
story to tell of an experience of my own 
fearful night in the woods. Imagination 
had nothing to do with it, for I am a 
backwoodsmans daughter, accustomed 
to the wild sounds of the forest, the 
lonlinoss and all that is terrifying to a 
novive. 
My father was a good man, serving 
God after his own simple fashion, seeing 
Him aud loving Him in His works. I 
have heard him hold forth on the provi­ 
dent ways of the beaver: 
“Why! the little critter’d starve in the 
cold season, if it hadu’t used its little Hat 
tail for building its house and then til­ 
ling it with food in time!” I have heard 
him tell of the caribou: “Look at that 
too.” lie would say, “and at tho moose. 
Now* tile caribou has to travel a matter 
of twenty miles for his dinner, for he's a 
dainty un, and only eats long gray moss 
that haugs from the trees—so God gave 
him snow shoes as good as any Injun 
coaid make ’em, to skim over the* ice 
crust—while the big heavy moose there 
sinks right in. His dinner is close ut 
hand. He could live for months on an 
acre lot!” He would speak of the loon 
aud its adaption in every way to its 
watery home—always ending such bilk: 
“All God’s work are ’pon honor: there’s 
no half way with Him!” 
I w’as the only cue left of ten children. 
My father wiien mourning over the mis­ 
sing ones, would never complain, but 
would only say: “They’re better off! 
Why! if you cant trust tho little children 
that don’t know what wrong doing is, 
and don’t know the meaning of sin, then 
there aiu’t any chance for us men.” Aud 
so he lived his quiet life—his heart beat­ 
ing close to nature’s heart, and his soul 
unconsciously seekteg and finding na­ 
ture's God.” 
My mother must have been beautiful 
in her youth. She was a lorcttc Canadi. 
cane, and her bright French spirits car­ 
ried her gayly over many a hard trial in 
her life of frequent deprivations. One 
great, oversliadowiug sorrow of her life 
was the unaccountable drsapi>earaiico of 
her little year old daughter, her only 
beautiful chi Id—the one in her own im­ 
age, whom from the first she loved with 
a peculiar tenderness. 
The child had been left alone iii lier 
little birch bark cnb for a short half hour, 
wh’le mother was busy ut the spring, a 
mile from home, in the midst of the 
woods. I, a little 6-year-old, w a s off iu 
the canoe with my father, a s a treat for 
having been especially good tho day be­ 
fore. Father and I hail hail a splendid 
time—we always did when we w*ent away 
together—aud, our canoe full of trout, 
we were coming gayly home, toward 
evening, when a cold chill fell on our 
happiness, and my child’s heart felt a 
strange thrill os I read a sudden anxiety 
in my father’s face, whose every change 
I knew. His qnick ear (had caught the 
sound of my mother’s voice, and, after a 
while, I, too, could hear a hopeless moan­ 
ing, a dreadful heart-broken sound. We 
found mother kneeling on the Boor, her 
head leaning on the crib, and moaning as 
one that coaid not be comforted. The 
baby was gone. How or where we could 
not tell—we never knew. Weeks were 
spent in searching for her, and, at length, 
to save mother’s reason, father forced lier 
to leave the pretty log cabin in the woods 
by the lake, where this last sorrow had 
come upon her, and we Went to Montre­ 
a t 
There we lived quietly for years dur­ 
ing the winter time. The nuns of the 
great convent of the Gray Sisters took 
charge of my education. 
Mother and I 
had neat little rooms in the French quar­ 
ter, while father went off moose hunting 
for weary months; but.the summer time 
we always spent with him. 
He would 
choose lovely spots tor our summer en­ 
campments, but never on the site of the 
log cabin deserted after the baby’s loss, 
until the summer of my 19th year. Then 
agreat desire took possession of my 
mother t y go once more to the old home. 
She bad been very delicate that winter, 
and my great, rough father denied her 
nothing. I shudder when I think of 
that beantifnl, direful face now—it seems 
as though our evil fate hovered about it. 
All the anguish I ever knew centers 
there. 
We passed one peaceful month togeth­ 
er, disturbed only by distant rumors of 
the diphtheria, a scourge whioh seemed 
to be striding along from village to vil­ 
lage, first on the river, then nearer us on 


the great lake: but we never though tot 
its touching us, until one miserable night 
when father came home, languid and 
feverish, from one of his nnmerous ex­ 
peditions, and read in his face that the 
ghostly finger of the scourge had set its 
mark upon him. After tho second day 
of anxiety about father, all strength 
seemed to desert my delicate little moth­ 
er. From the first "she had despaired 
al suit him, aud now I saw that, if fath­ 
er’s life w as taken, I should have to part 
with them both. 
Her life would die with his, for sorrow 
forges stronger bonds even than joy. and 
they luul suffered so much together, his 
love always supporting her, that he had 
become the life of her life. She could 
not exist alone. 
I struggled baud to hand, aud sick at 
heart, against what I felt to be an inex­ 
orable fate, aud on tho afternoon of the 
eighth day I fonnd myself alone and al­ 
most despairing, save for the thought of 
the happiness of the two I had loved best 
in the world. 
Tho sunset came, as I sat by the lake­ 
side, Hooding my desolated world with 
si heavenly glory, like a sign from them 
to me of their new found joy. 
The stars had come out before I ven­ 
tured to return to the worse than deserted 
house. I could not liopo for help from 
any neighbor until I sought it myself tho 
next day, aud I had to look forward to a 
night—how horrible I did not foresee, or 
I could not have endured it. 
What fol­ 
lows I could scarcely credit myself, if I 
did not l>ear on my hand a tangible proof 
of it in a well defined scar; and, even 
now, I could not bear to write of that 
night’s experience had not my children’s 
laughter and loving husband’s care long 
since banished all unnatural gloom from 
my life. 
While I had been sitting alone on 
the luke shore, toward the evening, I had 
heard a distant shot; it scarcely roused 
me. A sportsman, I thought, had wan­ 
dered from his encampment on the op­ 
posite shore, had seen some game in our 
wild woods, killed it, and his cunoe had 
long since carried him away. In the 
gathering darkness I grouped my way 
back through the familiar little path that 
reached my own door. I alone should 
pass tile threshold in the future; their 
feet were still; the busy feet that had 
toiled for me, followed me, and had ever 
been near me! I w as to go on my rugged 
path alone! Heartsick and overcome, I 
stopi>ed 
at the door, aud, leaning my 
head against it, sobbed in uncontrollable 
despair. 
Tired out at length, I had 
grown quiet, aud w as just about to lift 
the latch, when a faint moan, as of an an­ 
imal in pain, and close to me, startled 
me; then a death-like silence reigned. 
I knew I had not been mistaken. I 
felt that I must forget myself and help 
the poor creature in distress. “It is 
very good for strength to know that 
some needs you to be strong.” No 
longer hesitating, I hurried into the little 
cabin, struck a light, and went in the di­ 
rection whence the moan had reached my 
ears. I thought of the shot I had heard 
It w a s quite possible a poor, wounded, 
deer w as lying iii the bushes. Yes!

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Mexican Railroad Projects. 
President Diaz has signed contracts 
with two American companies for in­ 
ternational lines, one to the Texan 
frontier and one with branches to the 
Pacific, bot Congressional action is still 
needed to validate either or both. __ 
The contrada were signed by Presi­ 
dent Diaz under the act of June I, low. 
whereby the Mexican Congress empow­ 
ered the Executive to grant deimite 
eterteni for railway construction. The 
scheme of the system embraces, first, 
the completion of en interoceanic line 
from the Gulf of Mexico across the cen­ 
tral portion of tho country from \e ia 
Cruz, via the Capitol City of Mexico, to 
the Pacific coast; and second, an inter­ 
national line opening the channels of 
commerce by rail communication be­ 
tween that country and the United 
States. The companies to which the 
concessions have been made arc the 
Mexican Central Railroad Company, a 
corporation organized under a charter 
from the State of Massachusetts, and 
the National Mexican Railway Construc­ 
tion Company, a corporation made up 
of the SuUivaa-Palmer party, which has 
hitherto been connected with the Den­ 
v e r A Rio Grande Railroad. The stock- 
bdMem of the Mexican Central Com-

any are capitalists of Boston, New 
ork, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Buffalo 
and Cincinnati. Thomas Nickerson, of 
Boston, is President. He is now the 
President of Hie Atlantic & Pacific Rail- 
jxisd, and is known as the late 1^ resi­ 
dent of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Road. 
Mr. Rudolph Fiuk, who is a 
younger brother of Pool-Commissioner 
Albert Fink, and was lately General 
Man ager of the Memphis and Little Rock 
Railroad, has been appointed General 
Manager of the company, and left to. 
assume charge of the work of construc­ 
tion by the steamer City of Washington 
for Vera Cruz. 
The Mexican Central Company has 
been engaged during the past 
six 
months iii constructing its line of road 
from the Citv 
Mexico northward to 
the City of Leon, a distance of 262 miles. 
Until the new law wa* promulgated this 
line was the extent to which I lie Com­ 
pany had a right to build. The work is 
now well forward. 
About thirty-five 
miles, from Belaya to Salamanca, are in 
operation, and the section extending 
from the City of Mexico to a distance of 
about thirty-seven m iles is expected to 
be opened about November 27. On 
November JIO Diaz retires from the 
Presidency, and every effort is being 
made to have the section ready for a 
formal inauguration by him before that 
date. 
The new concessions gives the Mexi­ 
can Central Company the right to ex­ 
tend its line from Loon to EL Paso del 
Norte on the Rio Grande frontier of 
New Mexico, where it will meet with 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rail­ 
road, the Southern Pacific of California, 
the Texas Pacific, the Galveston, Har- 
risburg A San Antonio, and the Sonora 
Railway now being constructed from 
the Port of Guaymas in the Mexican 
State of the same name on the Gulf of 
California. The company is also au­ 
thorized by this law to construct a lino 
to the Pbrt of M artian on the Pacific 
Coast, in the State of Sinaloa, from any 
convenient point on its line from the 
City of Mexico between the cities of 
Leon and Arguas- Calicntas, passing 
through the city of Guadalajara. 
Tho 
total mileage thus authorized is esti­ 
mated to be about 1,400 miles. Tho 
mountain ranges of Mexico extend tho 
length of the country north and south. 
The north-and-south line is estimated 
to cost $11,000 per mile, but the sea­ 
coast branch will be veiy expensive at 
the mountain passes. 
A subsidy of $9,500 per kilometre 
Is granted by the concession to the 
company. It is payable from six per 
cent, of the e Aire Custom House receipts 
of the Mexican Government by means of 
Government certificates. All importers 
are compelled by tho terms of the law 
to use these certificates in the payment 
of their duties, to the extent of six per 
cent of the payment, under penalty of 
twice that per cent in cash. 
For in­ 
stance, if the duty is $100, then $6 must 
he paid in certificates or $106 will bo 
exacted. The road from Vera Cruz to 
the Cit;

a similar w ay,----------- 
assisted by the Mexican Government to 
the extent of about $13,000,000. 
Tho 
lines of the company will all be of the 
standard gauge. 
To the National Mexican Railway 
Construction Company (the Sullivan- 
Palmer party incorporated) another 
concession grants the privilege of build­ 
ing a road from the City of Mexico to 
the Pacific coast at the port of Man­ 
zanillo, passing through the Cities of 
Toluca, Morelia and Zamora. To jiid 
this lino a subsidy of $7,000 pc t kilo* 
metre, equivalent to about $11,200 intr 
mile, is granted. The same company 
is also granted the right to build a road 
from a point on the above-mentioned 
line in the State of Michoacan, west of 
the City of Mexico, northward through 
the Cities of Ce lava, San Luis Potosi, 
Saltillo and Monterey to a convenient 
S 
on the Texan frontier between 
o and Eagle Pass on the Rio 
Grande, where a coanection is expected 
with the International & Great Northern 
Railroad, now constructing the exten- 
sion of its line south of Antonio, aud 
with a probable branch from the Gal­ 
veston, Harrisburg & San Antonio Road 
in its extension to El Paso for a connec­ 
tion with the Southern Pacific, Mexican 
Central, Sonora, and other roads. 
Tho 
subsidy to this line is fixed at $6,500 
per kilometre. 
All the subsidies to 
this company are payable from the cus­ 
toms receipts in a manner similar to 
that provided in the case of the Mexican 
Central Company, but backare the lines 
are to be narrow-gauge, only to the ex­ 
tent of four per cent. thereof. — AT. Y.

skulkers he would see plenty of quiv­ 
ering chins and white faces, and that, 
too,'among officers.

ence of fear more than one Colonel has 
abandoned his regiment and more than 
one Brigadicr-Gcucral has lost his rep­ 
utation.0 Fear of death is not cowani- 
ice. 
Men grew pale and trembled 
at the roar of battle, aud yet the knowl­ 
edge of certain death would not have 
made them take a backward step.

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Dental Trouble of Horses. 
A Hartford, Conn., paper says: Dr. 
Crcssy, veterinary surgeon, has on ex­ 
hibition in his office, at Wheaton’s 
stables, the skull of a horse, which il­ 
lustrates the sufferings these animals 
have at times from their teeth. The skull 
was obtained at Pelham, Mass., and 
given to Dr. Crcssy when he was a pro­ 
fessor in the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College at Amhurst. 
The 
animal, 
which was sixteen years old, died from 
starvation, being unable to chew his 
food in consequence of an ulcerated 
tooth. This was the first upper grinder 
and the ulceration had created a den- 
tigrous tumor. 
Over it was a spongy 
enlargement of the exterior of the su­ 
perior maxillary bone, while on the in­ 
terior, within the nostril, is now visible 
the remains of an abcess which formed 
and nearly filled the nasal cavity. There 
was a fistulous opening from tho root 
of Uic tooth into the nasal sac referred 
to. This abscess interfered with respi­ 
ration and caused a discharge resem­ 
bling that of glanders, for which it is 
often mistaken. 
Tho exterior enlarge­ 
ment of the bone is in marked contrast 
with the natural shape of the opposite 
side, aud was mistaken for “ big head.” 
or, scientifically, osLo-parosis which 
is usually incurable. 
In reality the 
only trouble was an ulcerated tooth, 
which might have been remedied by 
dental Work. This would have enabled 
the horse to eat and dreserve his life. 
A curious instance of thus mistaking 
tooth trouble for “ big head” recently 
occurred in New York. 
The famous 
trotter Pros pere, valued at $20,000, 
was reported by the veterinary sur­ 
geons to be effected with “ big head” 
and they recommended that he be 
killed as his recovery was impossible. 
Another surgeon, hearing of the case, 
telegraphed asking that the killing be 
delayed. He came, examined the horse 
and extracted two ulcerated teeth. 
Prospero resumed eating and is alive to­ 
day. 
In tile skull referred to, Hic tooth op­ 
posite the numerated one attained a 
growth of one and one-fourth inches 
beyond its natural length, and the third 
upper right molar is an inch too long, 
owing to tlic destruction of the oorru- 
sjKmding tooth oil the lower jaw, whose 
structure was weak, it being a crowded 
and irregular tooth. Dr. Cressy states 
that tooth troubles with horses are not 
uncommon, and they suffer severely. 
Toothache is responsible in many cases 
for cribbing. 
An indication is the fail­ 
ure of tile horse to feed, or to chew on 
one side. 
Dr. Cress} ’s practice is, 
when a horse is “ off his feed,” to ex­ 
amine his teeth thoroughly, provided 
there are no indications off fever and 
colic. The skull is quito a curiosity, 
and the suggestions given are worthy 
the consideration of owners of hones.

I Road Building and Repairing. 
How to properly construct, or even 
. repair, a road in Hie best manner, is 
understood by comparatively few, who 
have charge of the roads, at the public 
evpense. 
No class stiller more from 
bad roads than farmers, consequently 
no class are more interested in the 
projier construction and repair of roads 
than they are. 
In laying out new roads, it is usually, 
but noj always, best to go straight; it 
is sometimes better to curv e around a 
hill than to go directly over it, and it 
does not always increase the distance 
to illustrate, it is just as near for a fly 
to travel the length of the handle of a 
pail when it lies horizontal around the 
pail, as when it stands up and passes 
directly over the pail; on the same 
principle a road built level around the 
base of a hill, may be as near as one 
built directly over the top of the hill; 
while tile saving of strength to draw a 
load around the hill, would lie such as 
to make every one prefer it, to one on 
a direct line over the hill; in fact the 
level curve would lie preferred, by most 
of travelers, though tho distance lie 
twice as great. 
la building new roads, it is j»oor econ­ 
omy to half build them ami make no 
provision for drainage; yet many of the 
new roads, built by towns, are nut out 
by contract to the lowest bidder and 
constructed in the cheapest manner 
possible; usually making no provision 
for underdrainage through wet places. 
To make a good road it is just as neces­ 
sary to have good drainage as it is to 
make good grass laud of a meadow. 
Roads that cross wet places where the 
soil is soft, can never be made good 
until a firm foundation is constructed 
and the water drained so as not to set­ 
tle immediately under the road. Kook 
covered with six inches to a foot of 
gravel make a good road; the rocks 
should reach enough above the mud to 
permit the water to pass between the 
mud and the gravel. 
A road thus con­ 
structed will keep in good condition at 
all seasons of the year. 
Roads over which but little travel 
passes may be repaired by plowing out I it was reported to him that an ominous 
the gutters and throwing the earth in | discontent prevailed among tho Paris- 
the center of the road; but public thor­ 
oughfares where the travel is large 
should never be repaired in this way. 
The gravel put on such roads is ground 
to dust by the uumerous heavy loads 
that pass over it; this dust is but little 
better than mud to repair roads with, 
therefore what washes into the gutters 
should be carted oft' to be used in the 
compost heap, for which purpose it 
makes an excellent material. 
Many towns find it for their interest 
to cover roads, over which the travel is 
large, with crushed stones; although 
the first cost is heavy it is believed to 
wear enough longer to pay tho addi­ 
tional expense. 
The system adopted by many towns 
for repairing roads is a very expensive 
one, and one which keeps the roads iii 
a very unsatisfactory condition. 
The 
old method of repairing them with a 
labor tax is yet followed in many towns; 
this is very unjust to those who pay 
their tax in money, because it has been 
found that a money tax, of the same 
amount, will accomplish a third more 
than a labor tax. 
Another mistake is 
made by many towns by dividing tho 
towns into small districts and electing 
a large number of surveyors, by so do­ 
ing many incompetent men are chosen 
who often worse than waste the money 
by repairing the roads in such manner 
that their successor has to expend a

The management of the roads like 
the management of a manufactory, 
should be under the direction of one 
head and that head should be not only 
competent but also as permanent as 
possible; to change every year or even 
every three years, makes a great waste, 
for it requires several years of experi­ 
ence to learn just what method is best 
for every piece of road; and it frequent­ 
ly requires a number of years to carry 
out contemplated improvements. 
If 
continual changes arc made, no extend­ 
ed system of improvements can be car­ 
ried out; if any are commenced the new 
surveyor will usually entirely ignore 
them and commence quite a different 
system of improvements after his owrn 
ideas; thus a vast amount of money is 
wasted in the repair of Ute public roads. 
We know that it is very difficult to 
find the right man to superintend the 
construction and repair of the town 
roads, but when a town finds one, they 
should give him charge of the roads as 
long as he does the work faithfully; by 
so doing a large amount of money 
would be saved and a great improve­ 
ment would be made in the roads.—

Those who have been expecting a new 
city charter are doomed to disappoint­ 
ment, as Governor Smith declines sign­ 
ing the bill. His chief reason for with­ 
holding his approval is iii brief that the 
charter Mins revised contains some things 
which are unconstitutional. Among these 
is the clause* requiting a r^idence o 
twenty days iii a ward to become a voter 
therein; also the provision for relieving 
the city from liability in erases of in 
jury by defective sidewalks; also tin 
provision 
in 
regard 
to 
taxation 
makiug the assessment list conclusive ev­ 
idence of the regularity of all precooling.?; 
also the amendment passed several years 
ago, and included iii the revision, reliev­ 
ing the city from liability in erne of de­ 
fective streets, and throwing responsibil­ 
ity on the contractor. A further point 
deemed unconstitutional is that the char­ 
ter provides for the paying into the city 
school fund all fines collected from alder­ 
men or other oflivr.s found guilty of 
dervlictious of duty. |This money by the 
constitution should U? paid into tho 
State school fund. 
Aside from those considerations it ap­ 
pears that the revised charter is iii iu 
many places so obscure and incoherent 
as to render tho meaning difficult to be 
got at, but of course the unconstitution­ 
ality of some of its provisions throws 
such criticism in tho shade, and tho re­ 
fusal of the Governor to sign tho bill on 
this account, renders tho work done a 
“ love’s labor lost,” as far as any present 
benefit is concerned, as there is not ti mo 
now before tho adjournment of 
the 
Legislature to 
make 
tho 
necessary 
changes.) 
It has cost the city between three and 
four hundred dollars to have City At­ 
torney Hyzer, and bis assistant J. W. 
Bates, revise this charter, and the expen­ 
ses to the State have been more than 
that, and this will cause some grumbling 
now that tho result of the work is for 
the time being of no account Tho points 
found to bo unconstitutional were all in 
tho old charter, with one exception, and 
that was tho amendment passed several 
years ago, but it will strike tho average 
tax-payer as a cause of just fault-finding 
that the work of revision was not given 
more time, and the benefit of other and 
more experienced attorneys to assist in 
the revision, and then it would un­ 
doubtedly have been discovered that 
there were conflicting clauses and un­ 
constitutional provisions in the old clun­ 
ter, and they would have been done away 
with in the revision.
